Regarding claims 1 and 24, while the prior art of record teaches correlating the image of 
the individually resolved pixels and the respective voltage value, the prior art of record does not 
teach correlating the first image and the respective voltage values associated with the at least one 
moved pixel image of the individually resolved pixels and the respective voltage values to 
generate respective result signals, wherein the correlating comprises comparing the first image to 
the second image. 

Claims 3, 5-7, 9-10, 13, 15, and 18-23 allowed by dependency.
